•Woodwork and the trim for your 
home, the pieces of woodwork which 
adjoin should be lapped or fitted into 
each other HO that even If there 
should be some contraction a space 
will not open between them.

first-class 
workmen 
know 
this. 


•Woodworking mills of the better 
kind do1 not risk their good reputa- 
tions by falling to observe this prin- 
ciple. 


The third principle Is accurate 


•workmanship. 
Of course the man 


who does the fitting together of the 
small pieces of wood that make up 
the Interior finish must be particu- 
larly skillful. There IB just as much 
difference 
between 
carpenters 
as 


there is between designers, surgeons 
or blacksmiths. 


'Some Carpenters Artists 


Sortie carpenters really are artists. 


They can fit pieces together with a 
most 
extraordinary 
skill—cabinet 


workers wo call them. 
Other car- 


penters, while skillful enough, to 
frame the rough parts of the build- 
Ing, cannot do the character of work 
that Is required for interior wood- 
work. 
It always Is desirable that 


the workmen employed on Interior 
woodwork should ba of the most su- 
perior kind. 
A good interior finisher will select 


pieceB of wood so that the grain 
will match. 
He wiLl have* the Joints thoroughly 


covered. 
He will drive the pieces tightly to- 


gether. He will nail them securely. 


No Hammer Marks Visiblo 


Where pieces have to be cut and 


fitted into a mitre, his skill will pro- 
duce a product which 18 of the high- 
est order. 
The moldings will run 


around smoothly. 
You will hardly 


be able to find the joints. 
When 


the work is finished It will not be 
marred in any way. The nail heads 
will be countersunk. 
Th? bounds 


will not be battered by the hammer 
head, or have other tool 
marks. 


They will not have splinters torn 
off. 
In fact, everything will be as 


smooth and fine as high grade fur- 
niture should be. 
Laying the finished flooring is part 


of the finish carpenter's or "joiners" 
work. 
Flooring hoards are manu- 


factured with tongue and groove 
edges which makes it possible to 
"secret" nail them. They must be 
driven especially tight together—you 
can't have cracks in the flooring:. 
When the boards have all been laid 
the rough edges are scraped off and 
then the whole floor is vigorously 
sandpapered with 
a machine de- 


signed for this particular work. 
In 


fact all of the interior woodwork is 
sanded and smoothed and so left in 
perfect condition' for the painter.

17,000 feet, and the cost to build, including heating 
plumbing, lighting, painting, ready to live in, but 
not including v.-all decorations, should range between 
$6,000 and £7,500. In certain localities where costs 
are hi^'h, the hiyhe?t figure quoted would be too 
low. 
In other localities, the lowest figure quoted 


would be more than sufficient.

Q—I" would like to plant some 


vines around *iy frame, house but 
someone has told me this would rot 
the wood. Is there any way I can 
have the .vines without hurting tho 
house? ' 


A—"Wood rot Is caused by a fungus 


growth. 
One of the necessary ele- 


ments for the growth of fungrus i3 
moisture. Vines help to keep mois- 
ture in wood. Therefore the rotting 
fungi develop therein rapidly. 
If 


you keep the woodwork well painted, 
rotting can be postponed indefinitely. 


Q—There Is a large oak tree on 


our lot which may interfere with (he 
position of our house. 
How close 


can we safely build to this tree with- 
out danger of injury to tlie tree or 
house? 


A—It appears that some varieties 


of oak do not take kindly to civiliza- 
tion. White oak are better in this 
respect than other varieties. . No 
matter what the variety may be, it 
Is best not to disturb an oak tree. 
It is also best to keep as far away 
from the tree as possible, not nearer 
than 20 feet if you wish the tree to 
retain its vitality permanently. 


Q—We have an old stone house 


we are remodeling. Will it look well 
covered with wood shingles? 


A—-Tour house will look well cov- 


ered with wood shingles, but could 
you not preserve the old stone work? 
We recommend If the wall is damp 
that you furr it inside and Isfth and 
replaster it. Then if you will clean 
up the old stone work and repoint 
the mortar joints, the house may 
have a fine appearance. 


Q—The carpenter who Is reshing- 


linfi our house says the old shingles 
belong to him. No agreement lias 
been made with him in regard to 
their disposal. Is he right? 


A—This depencLs upon the agree- 


ment that you have made with th& 
carpenter. 
Generally the under- 


standing is that the old shingles or 
any other material that is taken off 
the house belongs to the owner. Cer- 
tainly this would be the case unless 
the owner had agreed to release his 
rights. 


Q—Our neighbor has built a house 


of two relied tile with stucco exterior 
and plaatered it directly on( the in- 
side of the tile. His house seems to 
be dump inside. Is tills a good typo 
of construction? 


A.—Two celled tile wall with plas- 


. ter on both sides does not make a 
well insulated wtUl. Dampness will 
work through it unless it is water- 
proofed. 
Condensation will gather 


on its inside surfaces in cold weather. 
Such a wall should be furred. 
It Is 


possible to get a fine wall of tile 11 
it is built rlgijt.
